FAREWELL DINNER TO GUIDES 


President’s Party Boards Train for 
Night and Starts Home To-day 
—Sees His Trophies. 


GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Col., May 7.— 
President Roosevelt to-night entertained 
at dinner his companions on his three 
weeks’ hunt in the Rocky 
After the dinner the President bade them 


farewell and promised that all would live 
forever in his fondest memory. At the 
dinner were. P. B. Stewart of Colorado 
Springs, Dr. Alexander Lambert of New

Sprague, Elmer Chapman, courier, and 
Secretary Loeb. Chapman said:

The President was at his best. He was 
entirely rested and had just come in 
from two or three hours’ drive through 
the woods, where he went to study Colo- 
rado birds. Mr. Stewart is a naturalist, 
who knows every bird in the mountains 
and can tell its habits and imitate 
Calls. 

The dinner was served in a_ private 
dining room at the Hotel Colorado. Flan- 
ne] shirts were the rule, although the 
guides discarded their chapajeros and 
laid away revoiv2rs. The President and 
Mr. Loeb wore frock suits and Dr. Lam- 
bert and Mr. Stewart were in business 
clothes. 

Three weeks ago the railroads planned 
to run excursions into Glenwood Springs 
to-day, but the plan was discouraged by 
Secretary Loeb, who announced that no 
programme would be permitted which 
called for an address by the President. 
In spite of that fact, large numbers of 
persons arrived on train. Rather 
than idisappoint them, Mr. Roosevelt 
stepped out on the second floor balcony 
of the hotel after luncheon and spoke 
briefly, as follows: 

“I did not expect the pleasure of meet- 
ing you to-day, and, it is Sunday, I 
am not going to try to make a speech to 
you. I shall merely say how greatly I 
am enjoying my visit to this beautiful 
State.

UNION MAN BLAMES 
UNIONS FOR TROUBLE 


Labor Itself Responsible, Says 
Dock Builder Daly. 


LAUDS BELMONT’S FRANKNESS 


if Labor Men Were as Plain Spoken 
as He, Says Daly, There Would 
Be Less Mudslinging. 


‘“‘I have the pleasure of answéring 4 / 
coward. If the labor men were as frank | 
as August Belmont in stating exactly their | 
side of the question there would not be 
so much mud slinging as has disgraced 
this body for the last two or three 
months.”’ 

That is what James J. Daly of the 
Dockbuilders’ Union said to Delegate 
Hand of the Carriage and Wagon Work- 


ers at yesterday's meeting of the Cen- 
tral Federated Union in discussing the 
final report of the committee appointed 
by that body about a month ago to in- 
vestigate the Civic Federation and force 
if possible the delegates who had mace 


eharges against labor members of the |, 


Federation either to withdraw the charges | 
or to prove them. 

Daly was one of the committee, and his 
remark was made after a long discussion | 
on the report of the committee, which 
was adverse to the delegates who had 
made the charges. After the meeting was | 
over the talk of a split in the Central | 
Federated Union by th non-Socialists get- 
ting out of it was renewed. 

The report was made by Jessie Lorimer 
ef the Housesmiths’ and Bridgemen’s 
Union, Chairman of the committee. He 
said that three meetings had been held 
by the committee, at which the delegates 
making the attacks on labor leaders who 
were members of the Civic Federation 
failed to prove their charges, and in one 
or two cases refused to say anything. | 
The report concluded: 

“There is not one fota of proof that 
the Civic Federation is detrimental to the 
labor movement. The delegates who made 
charges against National and interna- 
tional officers of ‘unions who are mem- 
bers of the Civic Federation utterly 
failed to make good on them, and we 
recommend that these delegates be cen- 
sured.”’ 

Considerable talk ensued. Delegate 
Hand, one of those who had made charges, 
said that he had heard delegates of_an- 
other committee in a saloon on the Bow- 
ery discussing the question of the Inter- 
borough strike while it was in progress. 
One of the men, continued Hand, said that 
he saw August Belmont as a member of 
a committee — to try and get the 
Interborough Company to take back the 
strikers, and that Belmont said: 

“We went there with the object of do- 
ing some good for these poor devils who 
were in a losing fight. hey went into 
the strike in a pull-headed way blindly on 
the advice of their leaders.” 

It was then that Daly made his retort. 
He continued: 

“These people who are making the 
charges are evading the issue. The com- 
mittee did not want to go into a saloon 
with a number. of people who inveigled 
them in in order to distort anything they 
heard in ,confidence, The committee 
wanted to be left alone, but these people 
insisted on going with them. It is not 
Mr. Belmont or people like him, but peo- 
ple in the ranks of Jabor who are respon- 
sible for the harm:that is being done for 
the labor movement.’ 


STABBED IN MILLS HOTEL.

Mysterious Stranger Inflicts Serious 
Wounds on Attendant. 


Mason Fieldman, a chemist, grew vio-

Lewis is in 
serious condition at St. Vincent's Hospi- 
tal. From papers found in his pockets 
the police of the Mercer Street Station 
Jean to the opinion that Fieldman may be | 
affiliated with the Russian revolutionary 
party. 

A newspaper clipping describing the 
route that President Roosevelt would take 
on his way to Little Hungary on his visit 
to this city was found in Fieldman’s pos- 
session. There were many letters in Rus- 
sian, for which he begged when the po- 
lice took them from him. He also had a 
razor, a sailor’s knife, another smaller 
knife, papers showing that he had gotten 
his first citizen’s papers in January of 
last year, a passport which proved he had 
been in Europe recently, four bank books 
on the Union Savings, the Bowery, the 
German, and the Citizens’, showing depos- 
its of more than $1,000, and $37 in cash. 

Fieldman was registered at ‘the hotel 
under the name of Samuel Green. He 
told the police he had used an assumed 
name because his people would be dis- 
gusted if they knew he was living at a 
Mills Hotel. His pockets contained many 
papers and circulars in the Russian lan- 
guage. There were also many chemical 
recipes and business cards bearing the 
name Fieldman. He said that he had 
lived at 58 West Thirteenth Street, which 
is a business block.

WASHINGTON PROUD OF RACE. 


Says He Would Rather Be a Negro, 
Than a Chinaman, a Japanese, or . 
Even an Englishman. 


., More than $10,000 was raised at a mass 
meeting held in Carnegie Hall yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of helping the 
colored branch of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. Bishop Potter and/| 
Booker T. Washington were among the 
speakers. Fully 3,000 negroes were pres- 
ent. 

Bishop Potter, after declaring that a)! 
Young Men’s Christian Association was! 
a splendid institution because it acted as| 





a restraining influence, depicted the dan-} 
gers to young men who came to New 
York from the South or West, and sud- 
denly found themselves relieved from all 
restraint and liable to all sorts of temp- 
tations. 

“There are at least three things that a 
young men needs,’’ he went on to say. 
*““He needs exercise and he needs an oc- 
casional bath. Besides exercise and bath- | 
ing he needs something to occupy his 
mind and put the image of God into his 
heart. The Young Men’s Christian Asso- | 
ciation supplies all three needs.” 

Booker T. Washington complimented 
his hearers, saying that it was by such 
examples as he saw before him that he 
would like his race to be judged. ‘I 
Was never so proud of being a negro in 
my life as now,”’ he announced. “I would 
rather be a negro than a Japanese, China- 
man, or even an Englishman. 

“A conservative figure places the num- 
ber of*colored persons in Greater New 
York at 65,000. I have studied the con- 
dition of the race here with some care, 
and it is encouraging. New York col- 
ored people are far above the average | 
to be found in most Northern cities. [| 
went to see District Attorney Jerome the | 
other day, and he told me that they were 
not more lawless than some other ele- 
ments in the city. 

“There is very little trouble about the 
future of a negro'’s soul. It is about 
his body that there is all the trouble. I 
believe in the Young Men's Christian | 
Association because it takes care of his 
body as well as his soul. If there are 
any of you who think that you can spend 
your leisure time im barrooms, do with 
four or five hours’ sleep, and stand up 
agairst a man who gets eight or ten

PARIS, April 25.—Coffee, according to the lat- 
est idea of some French doctors, is altogether 
pernicious, It is described as incomparably more 
harmful to the nerves than tea, and it also 
damages the digestion. There are, indeed, 
grounds for believing that it is actually. more 
dangerous than alcohol, and if there be any- 
thing to choose between a cup of coffee and.a 
‘* petit verre,"’ many Paris doctors nowadays 
will advise you to plump for the little: glass, 
as it leads to a slower death. Physicians hold- 
ing this view should go at once to the Island | 
of Groix, off the Brittany Coast, ten miles/| 
from Lorient, to ubserve there the effects Jof 
a coffee diet. -The inhabitants, according. to 
Statistics, rarely drink or even.eat anything 
else. .The island harbors 5,300.souls, but the 
able-bodied adult male: population ts away 
fishing nearly all the year round. The re- 
maining 3,000 women, children, and old men 
consume 88,000 pounds of coffee annually— 
that is to say, nearly 30 poun@s per head: 
This is held to be a record. For hundreds of 
families coffee and bread are the staple food. 
The bean is eaten roasied, as served in Amer- 
bars. to create a thirst. Many children 
are nourished entirely on coffee soup .up to 
ten years of age. Yet there is no report that 
the nerves of the Groix islandérs are in a 
more highly strung and irritable state than 
those of Parisians or Londoners. 


Haeckel kK Kills “the Soul.

BERLIN, April 22.—Prof. Haeckel has con- 
cluded his course of lectures-in Berlin, and has 
succeeded in arousing intense public interest 
in the subject of which he is a master. In his 
final lecture he again denied the possibility 
of the existence of an immortal soul, showing 
that what is generally called the soul is a 
mere function of the.brain, and a development 
of the moral faculties possessed by the higher | 
domestic animals, such as fidelity, attachment, 
and self-sacrifice. 

Discussing the problem of religion, the lec- 
turer made remarks which many quarters con- 


sider beneath the dignity of a man of his repu- | 


tation. He recommended, for instance, the use 
in the new so-called Protestant Cathedral at 
Berlin of automatic praying machines, and, 
replying to the attacks made on him in the 
press, said: ‘‘ What I have told you, to the 
best of my knowledge pure scientific truth, is | 
described as invention and lies. We naturalists, 
however, have a somewhat different conception 
of truth than prevails in church circles.’”’ He 
also said: ‘‘I have been blamed for saying 
that the Papacy is the greatest swindle that 
ever dominated the world of thought. I will} 
substitute the word ‘humbug’ for ‘ swindle.’ "’

Defense of Leader of Alleged 


Plot Against Brazil. 


MAY REVIVE AN OLD DISPUTE 


Swiss Arbiters in 1900 Rendered a De- 
cision Giving France Only a Small 
Portion of the Territory. 


MADRID, May 7.—Sarrion de Herreray 
ex-King at Arms of the Spanish Court, 
who is charged with conspiring aginst, 
the Government of Brazil, was interrue 
gated by a magistrate to-day. 

De Herrera maintained that Kunani 
had been recognized as an independent 
State since 1872, and that the recruiting 
of men in Europe for the service of that 
State was perfectly legal. He denied 
the existence of a plot against Brazil, and 
asserted that the diplomatic relations be- 
tween Brazil and Kunani were most cor- 
diaf. He said he had. been residing in 
Madrid for two years in the capacity of 
Minister for Kunani to Spain, Morocco, 
and the Holy See. 

De Herrera said that a revolutionary 
Colonel named Casero had recently vise 
ited London in order to arrive at an un- 
derstanding with the General Committee 
of the Free State of Kunani and to pure 
chase war stores. 


It is possible that the alleged plot 
against Brazil discovered in Madrid will 
reopen the old dispute between France 
and Brazil regarding the territory known 
as Kunani or Counani. This territory 
was practically an independent State un- 
til five years ago, though since the year 
1713 France and Portugal, and later on 
Brazil, had claimed it. It Hes between 
the Rivers Oyapok and Karseven, the 
Atlantic: Ocean, and the Tumuk-Humak 
Mountains, south of French Guiana. 

In 1895. gold was discovered in the Car- 
serenne District, and this led to the quar- 
rel regarding sovereignty over Kunant 
becoming acute. There was a clash be- 
tween French and Brazilian troops, and 
it was decided to submit the matter to 
the arbitration of the Swiss Government, 

After exhaustive investigation the ar- 
biters in 1900 rendered a decision award- 
ing to Brazil 147,000 square miles of the 
territory and to France 4,000 square miles 
of the country around the Tumuk-Humak 
Range. 

In February, 1904, Adolphe Drezet, 
claiming to be President of the ‘‘ Repub- 
lic of Kunani,’’ arrived in Paris seeking 
recognition of his alleged Government by 
France and saying that the people of 
Kunani refused to accept the decision of 
the arbiter. 

According to Brezet, Kunani had two 
or three times .as much _territor as 
France, with a population of about 200,000 
colonists and 1,000,000 Indians, all of 
whom, he alleged, supported the new 
Government. Last September an unsuc- 
cessful effort was made to obtain recog- 
nition by the United States of the so- 
called Free State of Kunani.

Conditions as to Employment in This 
State Better Than in 1902. 


ALBANY, May 7.—Statistics recently 
received by the State Department of 
Labor show.that.only three foreign coun- 
tries have as many organized working 


people as New York State and in propor- 
tion to population’ New York leads even 
these. Members. of Jabor unions in Great 
Britain and Ireland number = 1,902,308; 
1,276,831; in France, 715,576, 
and.in New York, 400,000.

It is a significant fact,’’ says tHe de- 
| partment, ‘“‘that the hours of labor are 
short or long in almost the precise ratio 
of the degree of organization.” 

The department's quarterly _ bulletin 
Says that, “in the last quarter of 1904 
the improvement in industrial activity 
which began in thé Summer became so 
pronounced that the percentage of idle- 
ness was smaller than in 1£ or even 
1902. Only 108 per 1,000 were reported 
idle at the end of October, 1904. The im- 
provement was fairly general throughout 
the various trades and industries with 
the single exception of building.”’

BAY STATE FORESTS ABLAZE. 


Settlement Near Plymouth in Great 
Danger—Fire Gangs at Work. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., May 7.—The forest 
fire which started last Friday near Darby 
station, on the Middleborough and Plym- 
outh Branch of the New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford Ratlroad, burst out 
afresh to-day. Fanned by a_ strong 
southwest wind, it swept onward toward 
the little settlement of Rocky Nook, in 
the town of Kingston. 

The settlement was saved for the time 
being by a sudden shift of the wind to 
the northeast. Late to-night the flames 
were beyond control of the fire fighters, 
and the settlement again was in danger. 

The breast of the fire is ten miles wide. 
Probably fifty square miles had been

The fire is the worst that has visited 
this section.

With a 
constantly expanding front it was driven 
northeasterly for three or four miles in 
the direction of Rocky Nook. Between 


little Smelt Pond and Rocky Nook the 
country is elevated, there are no ponds or 
swamps. and only small streams.

~ MURPHY F FOR CHEAP GAS, 
HE SAYS BY TELEPHONE 


'Expresses Deep Disappointment 
| at Votes of Tammany Senators. 


IS NOW AT MT. CLEMENS, MICH 


Rumors of Punishment Because of 
Failure of 80-Cent Bill Find 


Some Believers. 


Threats of punishment for the five Tam- 
many Senators who voted against the 
passage of the eighty-cent gas bill were 
heard in Tammany circles yesterday, and 
those who took the report seriously were 
further impressed last night when it be- 
came known that Charles F. Murphy had 
telephoned to New York from Mount 
Clemens, Mich. Mr, Murphy said by tele- 
phone that he had informed all the Tam- 
many Senators that the organization was 
for cheap gas, and that they were expect- 
ed to vote for the cheapest gas bill pre- 
sented to them for action. 

The Senators allied with Tammany who 
voted against the measures were Martin, 
Fitzgerald, Foley, Riordan, and Hawkins, 
while four Tammany Senators—Grady, 
Marks, Frawley, and Dooling—voted for 
the eighty-cent gas bill on its final pas- 
sage. According to a statement which 
found some believers in Tammany Hall, 
Mr. Murphy thinks that the five Senators 
who voted contrary to his instructions 
acted in a manner to discredit the organl- 
zation, and he is determined that they 
shall not be renominated. 

Mr. Murphy was so much disturbed by 
published reports that he had purposely 
divided the Tammany delegation that he 
télephoned last night to Thomas F. Smith, 
secretary of Tammany Hall, and author- 
ized him to make public an interview ex- 
plaining his position. Mr. Murphy was 
at Good Ground all week up to Saturday 
morniug, When he left for Mount Clemé.is. 

‘I wish to deny absolutely,”’ said Mr. 
Murphy over the telephone, ‘ the report 
that I instructed the Tammany Senators 
to divide their votes on the passage of the 
cheap gas bill. In all my conversations 
with Senator Grady as minority leader 
of the Senate, as well as in my con- 
versations with other Tammany Sen- 
ators, I have repeatedly stated that 
Tammany was in favor of a cheap gas 
bill, a bill putting the price down as low 
as possible, and that the organization ex- 
pected every Tammany Senator and every 
Tammany Assemblyman to cast his vote 
in favor of such measure.

“On Monday of last week I had a long | 


talk with Senator Grady, and then I im- 
pressed my views very firmly upon him, 
and told him to pass the word along to 
the other Tammany Senators and Assem- 
blymen. He did so, On Thursday morn- 
ing while I was at Good Ground I tele- 
phoned to Senator Grady at Albany and 
further urged that the Tammany men 
should stand solidly for the cheaper gas 
bill. The night before that several of the 
Tammany legislators called me on the 
telephone to get my views of the situation 


and to every one of them I said that we 
were for cheap gas and that we expected 
them to vote for the measures. 

‘ Although eoeny disappointed at the 
failure to pass the cheap gas bill I did 
not intend to say anything on the subject 
until I saw the printed statement that I 
had ordered the Tammany delegation in 
the Senate to divide its vote. That report

EARL A STAMP COLLECTOR. 


Owner of Yacht Valhalla an Enthu- 
siastic Philatelist. 


The Earl of Crawford, whose _ ship- 
rigged yacht Valhalla is here to take part 
in the ocean race for the Kaiser's Cup, 
starting from Sandy Hook on May 16, is 
perhaps better known as a stamp col- 
lector in this country than as a yachts- 
man. The Collectors’ Club has appointed 
a Reception Committee to call upon him, 
and a number of entertainments are to be 
held in his honor. 

The Earl's collection is valued at 
than $500,000. Among philatelists he is 
known as a spectalist,. that is, he con- 
fines himself to the collection of certain 
lines. 

His collection of United States issues is 
said to be the best im-the world. He pos- 
sesses a specimen of every stamp that 
has been issued in this country. Among 
them is the famous Baltimore Postmas- 
ter stamp, valued at $4,400; the St. Louis 
5, 10, and 20 cent bear stamps, each worth 
from $200 to $3,000; the square New Ha- 
ven stamp, with the signature of Post- 
master E. H. Mitchell, valued at: $3,500, 
and the Brattleborough Postmaster 
stamp, which is worth $650. His collec- 
tion of Confederate provisional stamps is 
also practically complete, and includes 
such rarities as the issues of Aberdeen, 
Miss.; Atlanta and Columbus, An- 
tauguaville, Greenville, and Bridgeville, 


Ala.; Beaumont, Texas, and Danville and 
Emory, Va., all worth from $300 to $2,000 
apiece. 

Another of his specialties is the issue of 
Sydney view stamps, which were en- 
graved on wood blocks. Of this series 
| there are more than 200 varieties, every 
one of which is embraced in the Earl's 
collection, in both used and unusued con- 
dition. This series alone is valued at 
over $10,000. The Earl also has a pair of 
| the rure Mauritius one-penny and two-

Hills, L. I. The monument is surmount- 
€d by a bronze eagle and bears the fol- 
lowing inscription: 


To the Memory. of the 
Soldiers of the Hebrew Faith 
Who Responded to the Call of Their Country 
And Gave Their Lives for Its Salvation 
During the Dark Days of Its Need 
So That the Nation Might Live. 


The Hebrew Union Veterans’ Associa- 
tion, headed by the band and the cadets 
of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, and fol- 
lowed by Col. A. H. Rogers and a battal- 
ion of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
marched to the monument, which was un- 
veiled by Mrs, Amelia Stiner, widow of 
Col. Joseph H. Stiner. The Rey. Dr, Jo- 
seph Silverman offered the opening 
prayer. ~Nathan Straus presided over the 
ceremonies, and Jacob H, Mack 
duced the speakers, among whom 
Gen Nelson A. Miles, retired. 
Louis Stern, on behalf of the Trustees of 
Temple Emanu-El, accepted the monu- 
ment. Nathan Straus delivered the first 
address, a deprecation of war. He said in 
part: 

‘“‘We meet to honor the Jewish soldiers 
and sailors who sacrificed their lives for 
their country. While I yield to no man in 
my admiration of those who have sacri- 
ficed their lives in defense of their coun- 
try, I shall protest to heaven against war 
and speak for peace. These dead whom 
we honor remind us that war is barbar- 
ism, against which every man should 
raise his voice in this age. 

“War is only legal murder. How can 
we call ourselves civilized when we spend 
unlimited millions for organized military 
murder, and grudge the money that would 
save the health of nations, the lives of 
millions of children? The United States 
proposes to spend two hundred millions 
every year, and perhaps more, for fight- 
ing battleships. Think what that gigantic 
sum would accomplish if it were devoted 
to the health of humanity, and not to 
murder. Such a sum would wipe out 
consumption, which, more deadly than 
any war, costs the United States two hun- 
dred thousand lives each year. Such a 
sum would save every vear the lives of 
the hundreds of thousands of children 
that die because their dwellings are fil- 
thy, their food impure, their bodies neg- 
lected. 

‘*Let us honor these men who died for 
their fellow-men. Let us honor them es- 
pecially in protest against needless death, 
wasted possibilities.”’ 

Lieut. Gen. Miles said in part: 

‘“We are assembled to celebrate a most 
important event, to dedicate a monument 
that shall stand through the ages, a silent 
and enduring witness of devotion to civil 
government, of heroic deeds alld great 
sacrifices. We come not to glorify a 
country, we come not to commend a 
faith, or exalt a race. 

‘“‘On this occasion we could speak of a 
people that has given to the world its 
greatest lawgivers, its wisest patriarchs, 
prophets, and philosophers, its most as- 
tute and <sagacious diplomatists, most 
eminent artists and composers, historians, 


theologians, and scientists of the first 
order, warriors, statesmen, financiers, 
and philanthropists whose achievements 
and benefactions will ever adorn the 
pages of history. 

‘In the civil war, lasting four years, in 
which one-fifth of the men engaged gave 
their lives for their country, the Jewish 
population furnished one brave soldier to 
every twenty-nine persons of their faith, 
including men, women, and children. 

‘‘In the great future, those that follow 
can emulate their example, either in war 
or the great industries and activities of 
life, where there is no sound of the war- 
ring cannon or dying men, promoting and 
uplifting the human family yntil it shall 
reach that higher civilization— 

When the war drums throb no longer 
And the battle flags are furled; 
In the Parliament of Man, 

The federation of the world.”’ 

Ferdinand Levy, accepting the monu- 
ment in behalf of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, said in part: 

‘We will all, in the course of time, join 
the grand army which slowly but surely 
is marching to eternity. Our deeds, our 
work, our labor, will perish with our 
names, but this monument will stand for 
all time as an imperishable record of that | 
true heroism, that loyal fidelity to 
flag, which is the best and the truest 
bulwark of our principles. 

“It is in this spirit that in behalf of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the com- 
rades of those of the Jewish faith, who 
after life’s stormy struggle await the final 
bugle call, I accept this monument.” 

Other addresses were delivered by Gen. 
James R. O'’Beirne and J. A. Gdulden. 
The closing prayer and “ kaddish"’ was 
delivered by the Rev. Dr. H. Pereira 
Mendes.

MILK DEALERS UNITE TO 
IMPROVE THE SUPPLY 


Will See That Product Is Whole-| 5 
some and Properly Handled. | 


FREQUENT TESTS BY ANALYST 





Association includes Forty Firms and 
Individuals, and Will Co-operate 
with Department of Health. 


Milk dealegs in New York and Brooklyn 
have formed an organization called the | 
Association for Improvement of the Milk 
Supply in New York. Dr. Ernest J. Led- 
erle, ex-Health Commissioner, has been 
retained as consulting sanitarian, adviser, 
and analyst. The association will co-op- 
erate with the Department of Health. It 
already includes forty firms and individ- 
uals. 

Members of the association in their in- 
dividual capacities are already at work 
in the interest of the new movement, 
which has for its aim‘'the scientific im- 
provement of milk and its products. The 
work done includes periodical examination 
of milk that comes from the various sta- 
tions and creameries, and of milk from 
the farms supplying each station, 

When these examinations disclose op- 
portunity for improvement in the milk 
further inspections are made at the cream- 
ery, especially to detérmine whether the 
sanitary conditions are as they should be. 
Any farmer who supplies milk below the 
creamery standard is notified of the fatt 
and is told how to improve the product of 
his farm with regard both to the richness 
and the cleanliness of the milk. 

Not only do the dealers aim at making 
the milk itself better, but they are trying | 
to improve the condition under which it | 
is shipped to New York City. Some of 
them are introducing Pasteurization. They 
also try to induce retailers who handle 
milk in the tenement districts to use bet- 
ter methods in caring for it while it is in 
their stores. 

Another feature of the association's 
work will be a series of lectures by phy- 
sicians, sanitarians, and food experts, de- 
signed to give the wholesale and retail 
dealer in milk further knowledge of the 
scientific side of his business. 

‘“‘Up to the present time,"’ says a state- 
ment authorized by Dr. Lederle, ‘ the 
wholesaler has been in an unsatisfactory 
position with respect to the commodity 
he is handling. In most lines of trade the 
large dealer is either a direct manufac- | 
turer or else he 1s in a position to control | 
the quality of the goods he is selling and 
to know the conditions under which his | | 
stock is made and distributed, It is oth- 
erwise with the dealer in milk. He has, 
at best, very uncertain control of the 
small farmers from whom he buys, and, 
while he can be reasonably sure of the 


methods used by his own employes in 
handling the milk in transit, he is again 
in danger of having his milk mishandled 
or adult erated by a retailer who may be 
dishonest. 

“The result is that he has been buying 
and bringing into New York a product 
the quality of which is, at best, uncertain, 
and turning it over to retailers whose ac- 
tions he cannot control. Meanwhile he a
